DB. WHEELER "NOT GUILTY." 


Such Was the Verdict of the Jury 


at 4 O'Olook this Morning. 


Four Ballots Taken. 


The trial of The People vs. Dr. James 


D. Wheeler, indicted for the murder of 
Miss Eatella Risley, who died on Oct. 
10th, 1882, is at an end, and the accused 
is again a free man, the jury at four 
o'clock this morning having brought in 
a verdict of "Not guilty." 


Tho closing argument of Mr. Johns on 


behalf of the people was able and ex- 
haustive, and consumed 3J£ hours' time. 
It was finished at 6:30 o'clock last even- 
ing in the presence of a large crowd of 
spectators, many of whom had to stand 
up in the court room. Court took a re- 
cess until 7 o'clock, when the instructions 
were read to the jury. Judge Smith 
notified the jury and counsel that he 
would not adjourn court, pending the 
deliberations of the jury, but would sim- 
ply take a recess. He left orders to be 
called at any time during the night, 
should the jury agree upon a verdict. 


The jury then retired in charge of Bai- 


liff MoWhinney, entering their room at 
about 8:30 o'clock. 


HOW THE JUBY VOTED. 


William Cornwell, of Maroa, was the 


foreman of the iury. On entering the 
jury room, he proposed that an informal 
ballot be taken, and this was done at 8:45 
o'clock. It resulted in 5 voting for ac- 
quittal and 7 for conviction. Those vot- 
ing for acquittal were William Cornwell, 
F. C. Yeager, James Boner, John Mc- 
Gaffity and Wm. Davis. Those voting 
for conviction" were R. F. McDonald, Jas. 
T. Jones, Hezekiah Hays, Louis Wree, 
Harry Baker, Warner Sailsbory and Hen- 
ry Dearolf. 


Wm. Comwell was ono of the five men 


who had made up their minds as 
to the 
innocence of the defendant 


before 
the 
arguments 
were com- 


menced. 
At the suggestion of one 


of the jurymen who voted for acquittal, 
McDonald was induced to read aloud the 
indictment and then the instructions of 
the court for the people and the defense, 
in the order named. While this was be- 
ing done four of the seven came over to 
the five and they said they were ready to 
vote. 


The first formal ballot, taken at 10:30 


o'clock, resulted: 9 for acquittal, 3 for 
conviction, Jones, Sailsbory and Dearolf 
voting for conviction. 


The next vote was taken at 12 o'clock, 


when the ballot resulted 11 to 1 in favor 
of defendant, Dearolf, a young man 
whose residence ia in Whitmore township, 
voting tor conviction. After further dis- 
cussion and deliberation, and after Dear- 
olf had re-read the indictment and com- 
pared the instructions of the court, at 
four o'clock he stated that he was ready 
to sign the verdict of acquittal, and im- 
mediately the verdict was made out, and 
the signature of each juror was affixed to 
the same. 


Judge Smith was notified that the jury 


was ready to return their verdict, and 
Mr. Johns and Judge Nelson with the 
defendant were summoned to the court 
room. The jury filed in and Judge 
Smith opened the verdict, which read: 


"We, the jury, find the defendant not 


guilty." 


Dr. Wheeler stood looking quietly at 


the jury, without manifesting any feeling 
whatever. The jury was dismissed by 
the court, when Mrs. Wheeler entered 
from the sheriff's office. On learning tho 
verdict she manifested great joy over the 
result. In a few moments Dr. Wheeler, 
his wife, and Judge Nelson left the court 
room together. 


Thus ended one of the hardest fought 


cases that has ever been tried in the cir- 
cuit court. The case was on trial for 18 
days, and naturally caused a general in- 
terest. The prosecution was ably and 
vigorously conducted by State's Attorney 
Johns and Crea & Ewing. They watched 
every point closely as the trial progressed 
and certainly made the most of the case. 
The interests ot the defense were man- 
aged with great skill by Judge Nelson, I. 
A. Buckingham and Geo. W. Zink, the 
latter a prominent lawyer of LitchfielJ. 
These gentlemen lost no opportunity to 
score a point in the interest of their cliout, 
and hi their arguments they talked and 
fought like true warriors confident of vic- 
tory. 


The general expression of the people 


who have watched tho progress of the 
trial and heard or read 'most of the evi- 
dence, so far as we hnve been able to 
learn, is that the verdict is a just one, and 
that the jury could not have done other- 
wise than acquit the accused. 


CONGRATULATIONS. 


Dr. Wheeler visited his office at abonl 


9 o'clock this morning and appeared upon 
the streets soon afterward. He has re- 
ceived hearty congratulations from ecorps 
of friends. The Doctor told a reporter 
that he was confident all along of aeqnit- 
tal because he was wholly innocent of the 
terrible charge. He also stated that he 
would remain in Deeatur and continue 
in the practice of his profession. 


It is estimated that the trial will cosi 


the county about $3,000. No estimate 
can be made of the amount it bus cos1 


the defendant. 


THERE is gossip floating about to the 


effect that Dr. Wheeler will bring sui 
against members of the Risley family am 
others for false imprisonment: but i 
lacks confirmation. 


Lane in Limbo. 


Sheriff Foster who wentto Quincyto find 
amea E. Lane,an alleged absconding em- 
>ezzler,found hisroan.and to-day brought 
lim to Deoatnr and lodged him behind 
ihe bare in the county jail The sheriff 
had a tin-type of Lane, and by this 
means he readily recognized the party 
when he clapped his eyes on him. The 
tate warrant for the arrest of Lane was 
worn out by Andrew Hawkyard, of Aus- 
in township, near whose home Lane has 
oeen teaching school Lane borrowed a 
watch of Mrs. Hawkyard, saying that he 
wanted to use it to keep the time in his 
school. Sunday last Lane disappeared 
with the watch, about 820 in cash belong- 
ng to a Maroa coal dealer, and also tak- 
ing with him all the money due him as 
eacher. 
Sheriff Foster learned that 


jane had gone to Hannibal, Mo., and be- 
ieved he would be in Quinoy yesterday. 
LOcordingly that officer departed for 
he latter place, and in less than thirty 
minutes after he struck the town he saw 
jane get off a train at the depot and the 
fficer took him in. A Quincy paper of 
;O-day devotes nearly a column to an ac- 
ount of the arrest. Lane came to this 
county from Browning, Mo., about two 
ears ago. He is a man of apparent in- 
elligence.

RAILROADS. 


An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


SEOTION 1. He It ordained by Uic City CotmcfJ 


nf Uic city of Deeatur, That it shall bo unlawful 
ibr any railroad i onipauy or corporation, con- 
ductor, engineer, agent or other otnployo ot 
any such railroad company or corporation or 
other person managing or controlling any 
ocomotlvo onRluc, ear or train upon any rall- 
oad track within the corporate limits of said 
city of Decatur, to drive, propel or run any 
iHBsenKor train within the limits of said city at 
i greater rate of speed thim ten miles per 
iour, or to drive, propel or run within Raid 
units any locomotive engine, car or train, 
ither than a possessor train, at a greater rate 
jf speed than six miles per hour, or in any 
uanuerto oljstruut the travel or passage along 
any sidewalk or street of said city liy placingror 
caving1 upon, along or across nny such side- 
ft-alk or street uuy truck, locomotive ecginc.car 
or train of cars, or any material or thing what- 
soever 1'or a longer period than ti n minutes at 
any ouo timo, uud immediately thereafter for 
be full period of ten minutes, such sidewalk 
>r street shall not be again obstructed. Any 
company, corporation or person violating any 
of tho ju-ovisions of this section shull bo sub- 
ject to a penalty of not loss than tivo dollars 
ior more than two hundred dollars for each 
mil e\cry offense. 


SUCTION a. That any railroad company or 


_ai'I)oiation, which does now or hereafter may 
oporato tiny railroad withlu or through the 
corporate limits of said city oi Docatur, shall 
construct and maintain safe, commodious and 
convenient cioasingB across the truck of such 
railroad where tbe same intersects any street, 
lane or avenue ol said city the lull width of 
such street, mno or avenue, and shall alao 
make and maintain sufficient and proper con- 
duits, culverts and gutte s to cariy off all 
water under or along such railroad track. Tho 
Cltv Superintendent of Streets shall, from 
time to iluio, notify in writing the station 
nt or other offlceror agent ot any railroad 
company atoreeaid, within what time and in 
wtmt manner siild city will require the con- 
struction or lopatrof the crossings, conduits, 
culverts and gutters aforesaid; and upon fail- 
ure of such railroad company to construct or 
repair Bti ch crossings, conduits, culverts and 
gutters aforesaid pursuant to tbe notice afore- 
said, such railroad company shall forfeit to 
said city ono hundred dollars; and upon the 
persistent refusal of such railroad company 
to compl v with the notice alorcsaid for a period 
of thirty days alter Judgment tor tho first ana 
each successive forlclture, such railroad com- 
pany shall forfeit to said city a like sum of one 
hundred ckJlars. 


SECTION s. Any person having the mnnage- 
mont ot liny railroad locomotive, who shall run 
or arivn tbo same within tbe corporate limits 
of said city without having placed on tho top 
ol the chimney thcreoi a bonnet or spark ar- 
rester sufficient to prevent all accidents by ilro 
trom tbe sparks of such locomotive, or who 
shall tall to constantly ring the lieu of such 
locomotive whilo the s.imr is in motion, oi 
who shall start such locomotive without Ore 
sounding the whistle or ringing tho bell of 
eueh locomotive, or who shall blow off steam 
or unnecessarily lilow the whistle of such loco 
motive when such locomotive Is not in motlot 
at a place and in a manner calculated to Irlght 
en teams passing along or standing on tho 
public streets or alleys of snld city, shall be 
subject to a fine tor each and every offense 
mentioned in this section of not less than tci 
dollm'6 nor more than one hundred dollars.
